T WOULD be a pity if, while the press and the people are pluming 

themselves on the knockout blow thev dealt the Boss in the recent elec- 
tions, they should lose sight of the real lesson of that memorable campaign. 
That lesson, in its most obvious aspects, is that the people can rule if they 
want to. But since the Boss can be un- 
loaded so easily, why has his ruthless rule 
gone on so long?

If his 
throne is a mere cob-house, that can be top- 
pled over with the first breath of honest 
public indignation, why has the day of wrath 
been so long delayed? The truth is, the 
Boss is the creature of negligence on the 
part of the best elements of the electorate. 
He organizes a loyal following out of the 
politically submerged tenth, and takes to the 
road only so long as the decent nine-tenths 
of the citizenship are off guard or asleep. 
The louder the outcry against Boss rule the 
more shameful the confession of duty shirked 
and the highest obligations of citizenship spurned. Better than the knork- 
out of bossism was the indication that the people are waking up and show- 
ing an unwonted eagerness for the business of government. The next 
most important lesson of the campaign is that we must have true leaders 
in the place of the Bosses. The present awakening is itself the first fruits 
of a leadership that has been stirring up the public conscience for several 
years. President Roosevelt has inaugurated this new political evangelism. 
It should be an inspiration to true Republicanism to note that the line of 
moral cleavage in the present contest is everywhere leaving a valiant host 
of Republicans on the safe side. The most notable clean-ups have been 
conducted by Republicans, and the most notorious Republican bosses have 
been driven from power with Republican scourges. If the Republican party 
is level to the need of the hour it will welcome this new call to leadership 
in the interest of good government. A party that came to power as the 
champion of the equal rights of all the people, the party of emancipation 
and progress, now faces another epoch-making opportunity.

Let ten thousand beautiful young Gibson 
girls, for instance, go forth with the proc- 
lamation of women’s rights. Fill the land 
with the rapture of this young person’s presence. Let all the winds breathe 
the attar of her loveliness and frou-frou with the silken rustle of her gar- 
ments, and we venture to say the suffrage cause will go forward by leaps 














and bounds. We have no doubt that in earlier days the cause was handi- 
capped by the tendency of the suffragist to wear trousers, short hair, and 
a man’s hat. When men saw this class of suppliant for more rights they 
inevitably decided, in brutal, man-logic fashion, that she ought to be de- 
prived of what rights she had. But now the movement is on right lines, 
and we look for its speedy success everywhere. ‘*‘ Good looks and equal 
rights ’’ is a winning slogan.
